The millions wuj partake of thede- 
lighlftil "drink that cheer* but not iue 
briatea,” should be interested in an tct 
of congress which, going into effect Sat 
urday, promises them some degree of 
protection against injurious adultera­ 
tions an 1 poisonous coloring matter 
This measure provides that the collec­ 
tors of customs at New York, San Fran 
cisco and Chicago shall be supplied with 
standard samples of tea prepared or.ee a 
year by a board of official experts ap­ 
pointed for that purpose; that all im­ 
ports of tea shall be held in warehouses 
until they have been tested by duly 
qualified examiners, and that consign­ 
ments which fall short of the established 
standards shall be either sent out of 
the country or destroyed. 
It is a drastic law, but it aims to ac 
complish a good object, and the facts 
presented to congress when the bill was 
under consideration seemed to necessi­ 
tate its enactment. Reputable importers 
of tea favored the measure. 
They rep­ 
resented that the old methods of inspec 
lion weae altogether inad> quate; that in 
spite of 'such inspection our markets 
were flooded with vile weeds called tea- 
that the cheapest teas were artificially 
colored with deleterious combinations, 
and that they were prepared by unclean 
processes. 
Not only the protection Of 
the pockets oi honest importers and all 
consumers, but care for the health of 
the people prompted congress to enact 
the new law.

Interesting to Tea Trinket- 
The millions w a) partake of the d> 
lightful '’drink that cheer* but not iue 


brinies,” should be interested in an ret 
of congress which, going into effect Sat 
urdajr, promises them some degree of 
protection against injurious adultera­ 
tions an I poisonous coloring matter. 
This measure provides that the collec­ 
tors of customs at New York, San Fran 
cisco and Chicago shall be supplied with 
standard samples of tea prepared o:.cea 
year by a board of official experts ap­ 
pointed for that purpose; that all im­ 
ports of tea shall be held in warehouses 
until they have been teated by duly 
qualified examiners, and that consign­ 
ments which fall short of the established 
standards shall be either sent out of 


the country or destroyed. 
It is a drastic law, but it aims to ac 
complish a good object, and the facts 


presented to congress when the bill was 
under consideration seemed to necessi­ 


tate its enactment. Reputable importers 
of tea favored the measure. 
They rep­ 
resented that the old methods of inspec 


lion weae altogether inad* qu&te; that in 


spite of'such inspection our m arkets 
were Hooded with vile weeds called tea- 


that the cheapest teas were artificially 
colored with deleterious combinations, 
and that they were prepared by unclean 


processes. 
Not only the protection ot 
the pockets of honest importers and all 
consumers, but care for the health of 
the people prom pted congress to enact 
the new law.
